Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report. 

By  the  Arrangement  stated  in  1911,  whereby  the  Births  and  deaths  are  added 
or  subtracted  from  those  actually  occurring  in  the  district,  to  gain  the  correct  number 
we  have  to  add  the  deaths  of  two  residents  which  occurred  in  other  districts,  and  to 
subtract  one  of  a  visitor  who  died  in  this  district,  but  belonged  to  another,  thus  the 
correct  number  of  deaths  is  IG — 1  by  2. 

There  were  30  Births  (18  males  and  12  females)  and  17  deaths  (9  males  and 
8  females)  registered  in  your  Sanitary  district  during  the  year  1913,  as  compared  with 
40  Births  and  12  deaths  in  1912. 

The  total  acreage  of  the  District  is  3,232  Acres. 
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I  have  estimated  the  population  to  be,  at  June  30th,  1913,  1,746. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  22-3  per  1,000  inhabitants,  as  compared  with 
28-6  the  previous  year,  and  the  death  rate  is  9-8  per  1,000  compared  with  6-8  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

The  death-rate  from  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  nil,  compared  with  11 
the  previous  year. 

There  were  3  deaths  under  1  year,  tliese  give  a  death-rate  of  D7  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  The  causes  of  death  were:  —  Premature  Birth,  1 ;  Acute  Bronchitis,  1 ; 
other  causes,  1. 

The  rate  of  deaths  under  1  year  to  1,000  birtlis  was  100. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  4’ubercular  Diseases,  but  there  were  4  cases 
notified,  composed  as  follows;— Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  2  ;  other  forms,  2.  * 


There  were  5  deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  making  a  death- 
rate  of  2  8  per  1,000. 

The  Mortality  from  all  causes,  at  subjoined  ages,  was  as  follows 
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Of  the  5  deaths  from  65  years  and  upwards,  the  ages  were  65,  72,  79,  86, 

and  89. 


The  House  accommodation  is  generally  adequate  and  fit  for  habitation.  There 
was  one  new  house  built  during  the  year,  and  six  of  the  old  houses  are  unoccupied. 
Four  houses  have  been  considered  unfit  for  habitation,  and  been  demolished. 

The  Water  Supjdy  is  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board,  and  is  of  good  quality. 
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Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 


There  were  a  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year, 
been  designated  to  make  the  special  inspection  and  keep  the  records.

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order,  1910. 

Your  Council  has  on  hand  a  supply  of  the  Anti-toxhi  for  use  for  the  poorer 
inhabitants. 

d’here  were  4  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year  ;  3  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  1  of  Enteric  Fever.  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  sent  to  Moss 
Side  Hospital. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Two  Schools  is  satisfactoiy. 

There  is  no  Disinfecting  Apparatus- 

Houses  are  disinfected  with  Formalin  Spray  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Gas. 
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There  is  no  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
sending  cases  to  Moss  Side  Hospital. 

There  is  a  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Elswick  for  the  use  of  the  Preston,  Garstang 
and  Fylde  Unions. 

There  is  still  no  more  progress  with  the  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  plans  for  this 
scheme  are  ready,  and  it  behoves  your  Council  to  obtain  the  neces.sary  land  for  Purify¬ 
ing  Works. 

There  are  2  Slaughter  Houses  licensed  in  your  district,  these  are  regularly 
visited,  and  are  in  good  order. 

No  carcase  or  organs  of  beasts  were  condemned  as  being  Tuberculous. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  regularly  visited  and  are  registered.  There  are 
no  Purveyors  of  Milk  other  than  Cowkeepers. 

There  is  no  Midwife  in  the  district,  and  no  Health  Visitor  is  appointed. 


Factories  and  Workshops 

A  Register  of  Factories  and  Workshops  is  kept.  There  are  27  on  the  Register, 
5  Factories  and  22  Workshops. 

There  is  no  Underground  Bakehouse.
